Oolng further aloug the same line, 
tbe report Indicatee tbat tbe conditions, 
botb pbyslcal and political, differ so 
widely In oar own dtlen tbat compart- 
aona between them are likely to lead 
tnreatlgatora aatray nnlaaa all pointa 
of difference are given tbelr fall raloa. 
Heretofore the simple argument baa 
hx^en: "Smitbtown has made a succtas 
of Its municipal plant. Why should 
not .lonesvllle?" This naive form of 
reasoning lias won for municipal owu- 
ersblp the unthinking support of thou- 
sands whose mental training has not 
accustomed tbem to look beneatb tbe 
surface. Tbe report would be well 
wortb wblle If It ancooedad In con- 
rlndng any conalderable part of aacb 
people tbat the aabject Is far more 
complex than they bad auppoaed. 

Again, we are aaaured by tbe com- 
mission tbat prerequisitea of auccess- 
ful municipal oinratlon are an abso- 
lute divoreo of [tolltics from the man- 
agement of the filants and the adoption 
of thoroughgoing business mcth<xl8, a 
mlllenulal condition of which there Is 
no Immediate proepect for moat of our 
dtlea. 

It baa Indeed been bold tbat mnnlcl- 
pal latom would reaolt Immad lately 
fma an tnereaaa of municipal reaptm- 
aiblllty. Tbe commiaalon ia nnanimona 

In stating lis belief that such a result 
is not to be hoped for, and Its conclu- 
sion Is borne out by the fact that at 
pres«nt the character of tho otHclals of 
our various cities bears no apparent 
relation to the magnitude of municipal 
undertakings, except perhaps that ns a 
general rule It may be aald tbat the 
larger tiie field of oparatlona tbe atron- 
ger la tha «rlp oC tha. boaa and tbe 
greater tbe amoont of graft Tbe com- 
mission sets aside tbla particular po- 
litical theory with the statement, "We 
are unalile to recommen<l municipal 
ownership as a ixiUtlcal panacea." In 
other wurils, It concurs in the? teach- 
ings of the parable of the talents tbat 
unfaithfulness in a few things doesn't 
Indicate a likelihood of faithfulness lu 
more important things. 

Taken aa a whole, tbe meaaage of the 
commiaalon to our dtiea la; "Oo alow- 
ly. Dont be swept off your feet by 
damagogues or vision arlea, for tba 
rlaka are too aerloua to be llgbUy an- 
dertakeir without full Inveetlgatlon." 

ONE PET THEORY DOWNED.
